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FRESH RISE IN RUBBER. 


ADVANCE OF 2D, PER POUND ON 
SATURDAY. 


The price of raw rubber for all positions 
advanced on Saturday in London, spot and 
September closing at 3s. 4)d., a gain of 2d. 
per tb., while tober put on a similar 
increase, October-December was quoted 1)d. 
higher on the day at 2s, 119d., while January- 
Merch gained a penny at 2s. Oid. 

It was reported that the steamer Celtic 
Prince was delayed at Aden by faulty boilers, 
and was expected to reach New York too late 
for September delivery, and this newa had a 
stimulating effect on the English market. 

An American viewpoint of the present 
Rubber situation and the operation of the 
Stevenson Restriction Act is given in the 
current issue of the “ Guaranty Survey,” the 
monthly publication of the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York. ‘‘ The lack of price 
stability," comments the Survey,’’ “ has 
admittedly been due in part to the conserva- 
tive buying methods of American manufac- 
turers, who are the chief consumers of the 
raw material. And it is probable that the 
recent rise, no less than the earlier decline, 
is traceable largely to this cause. Apperently 
the stocks of crude rubber held by manufac- 
turers were allowed to shrink to such ap 
extent that large-scale buying became impera- 
tive 

“It is not likely, however," that any great 
proportion of the imports of recent months 
represent contracts at anything approaching 
ta prices. During the first six months of 
his year the average New York quotation on 
ribbed smoked sheets was less than 50 cents 
a pound, as compared with a high point of 
1.21 dollars far two days in July. And no 
doubt the contracts for much of the rubber 
imported during this period antedated the 
actual shi by many months. 

_* The advance in the price of rubber,” con- 
tinues the “ Survey,” “has again emphasised 
the dependence of the United States, which 
consumes about three-fourths of the world's 
output of rubber, upon foreign sources of 
supply. Investigations have been made with 
a view to determining the ibility of 
rubber production in the Philippines, and 
even in some sections of the Uni States.

The Crisis in British Trade. 


We observed last Saturday that the 
British Coal Commission was charged not 
with the problem of the mines alone, but 
with the task of solving Britain's indus- 
trial ills. In a letter which was made 
public yesterday Sir G. B. Hunter, the 
well-known shipbuilder, declares that, 
whatever may be the economic position of 
the coal industry, ' the need of inquiry 
into, and report on, the economic position of 
the whole country’s industries is greater 
and more important and more urgent.”’ 
The shipping trade, said Sir George, is 
becoming more and more depressed, and 
the iron and steel trades are largely idle. 
“ We are not on the road to iniprove- 
ment,’’ he added ; ‘‘ we appear to be on the 
road to ruin.” A period of depression 
after the Great War was inevitable, but it 
will be time to talk of Britain’s collaps 
under the trials of peace when the grit 
that brought her people through the un- 
paralleled stress of the war proves to have 
vanished from their composition. The 
conditions created by the mighty cataclysm 
which shook the world require an adapta- 
tion of the whole economic system of 
Britain, and this task must take time. So

applaud it. There is occasion for grave 
thought; there is none for panic. It is 
only by ignoring what has been achieved 
since the Armistice that a case can be 
made for pessimism. So far from Britain’s 
being on the road to ruin, she has bettered 
her position since the Armistice more than 
is generally recognised. 

The statesmen of Britain, indeed, have 
wrought better than is evident to the 
superficial observer. At a time when other 
nations are shrinking from the fulfilment 
of their obligations they have upheld 
Britain’s credit by paying British debts. 
While other great nations were manipu- 
lating their currency and meeting the 
obligations of the moment by giving their 
bondholders depreciated paper, Britain 
went back to the gold standard, and thus 
proclaimed to all the world her resolve to 
repay sovereign for borrowed sovereign. 
In thus preserving the commercial prestige 
of Britain, the Government has been com- 
pelled to impose sacrifice on the nation. 
The cost of living might have been 
brought down and the bulk of British 
exports temporarily increased if this 
sacrifice had been shirked. Temporary 
advantage, however, would have been a 
dear price to pay for the loss of 
the British reputation for fair dealing; 
and the Government’s policy has laid solid 
foundations for British trade expansion 
throughout the world. When means are 
found to increase production, the British 
exporter will find solid British credit the 
best of all his assets. To the task of in- 
creasing production the Government must 
now address all its energies. The cost of 
living in these islands is still unduly high, 
and the British pound will buy more 
abroad than it will buy at home. Many 
industries—the coal industry, shipbuilding 
and textile manufactures—seem to have 
reached a deadlock which cannot be solved 
without subsidies from the purse of the 
nation’s fairy godmother. 

It is safe to predict that the immense 
wastage of expenditure which occurs at 
present in the distribution of British coal 
will be attacked. Coal that costs 20s. a 
ton at the pithead is sold at 45s. a ton to 
the consumer. It must be possible, there- 
fore, to devise means for a large reduction 
im the price of coal to factory and house- 
hold; and, once this is done, many indus- 
tries will be able to increase their output, 
and the individual householder will 
enjoy a welcome lowering in the cost 
of living.

Mr. Walsh and Farmers.

Yet the 
existence of faults in the Post Office 
cannot affcct t!- merits of Mr, Walsh's 
criticism of the farmers, and the present 
plight of the Free State’s agriculture is 
so parlous that a“ :ybody who tries ‘to rouse’ 
the country on the subject is a public 
benefactor. Mr. Walsh may be wrong in 
his imperious insistence on tillage—we 
should prefer to say, perhaps, that he has 
got hold of only one half of the truth— 
and we think that his proposal of protec- 
tion for farmers opens the most dangerous 
possibilities. He is perfectly right, how- 
ever, in his broad conclusion that the 
nation’s agricultural industry is in a very 
bad way, and that, if it collapses, the 
Free State itself must perish, He may 
be a Jeremiah, but who can refute his 
jeremiads? Moreover, Mr. Walsh is right 
when he declares that the farmers are not 
do'ng much t help themselves We need 
not agree that the heads of the Farmers’ 
Union are “a poor bunch ''—we leave such 
“sabre-cuts c” Saxon speech”’ to a p:o- 
tagonist of the Gaelic revival—but it is 
at least true that neither in Parliament 
nor in the country has the Farmers’ Party 
contrived ‘o produce a policy or a leader. 
These circumstances aggravate the offence, 
and must aggravate the consequerices, of 
the Free State Government's refusal to 
take the nation’s supreme problem 
seriously in hand. Its first, and almost 
it. only, business during the next few 
years ought to be the recovery of the 
British market on which the Saorstat’s 
very life depends.

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Mapping the Skies. 

Among all the sciences none offers more 
intellectual satisfaction than the study of 
the heavens. “Up from earth’s centre 
through the seventh gate I rose, and on 
the throne of Saturn sat,' sang old Omar 
nine centuries ago. There are not many 
boys or girls who cannot point out the 
Great Bear, the Pole Star and, perhaps, 
Orion ; but astronomy is numbered in the 
Its diffi- 
culties, however, may be overcome by 
the sheer delight which it gives to the 
interested- st. ‘ent. The beginner finds 
greatest, confusion in the boundaries 
separating the stellar universe. These 
were divided centuries ago, and scarcely 
two existing star-charts or catalogues agree 
about them. That state of affairs is about 
to be remedied, since a proposal to revise 
the boundaries made by M. Stroobant, a 
Belgian astronomer, has been adopted by 
the International Astronomical Union. A 
sub-committee of the Union has been 
appointed to deal with the problem, and 
soon in any part of the world it will he 
possible to refer every star to some definite 
star group. No revolutionary change, how- 
ever, is proposed. It is anticipated that 
the new boundaries will follow closely 
those now in existence, but certain variable 
stars will be allotted definitely to groups 
of their own. Yet there will be no fixity 
or permanence in the proposed “ boundary 
settlement.’ When a thousand years have 
pas ed another change in the boundaries 
may be necessary; for the stars never 
cease to move and to change their relative 
positions in the universe. The volume of 
observation and research done by the 
world’s astronomers is but vaguely de- 
scribed when it is said that to-day the 
existence of one hundred million stars 
have been made known. During the past 
thirty years the photographic survey of 
the heavens has resulted in the accurate 
fixing of the positions of some fifty 
millions of stars the first to the 
fourteenth magni Only seven thousand 
of these are visible to the naked eye. The 
progress of recent years is due to the 
enthusiasm of scientific investigators, who, 
fascinated by thé wonders of the heavens,

THE PRINCE IN CHILE. 


VISIT TO NAVAL SCHOOL. 


VALPARAISO, Saturday. 

To-day was the Prince of Wales's busiest 
day in Chile.

shool, whch is picturesquely situated on a 
hill overlooking Valparaiso, named Cerro 
Artilleria, or Playa Ancha. The steep flights 
of steps at the entrance to the school were 
lined by naval cadets in dark blue tunics 
and" white trousers, carrying rifles- and 
bayonets. Many of the cadets are curiously 

nglish in appearance. e approach to 
the school was lined by white-clad girls, 
bearing garlands of flowers. The Prince 
was received by the director of the school, 
and by numerous naval officials. He in- 
spected various departments, including the 
school museum, which contains many in- 
teresting relics of Chilian naval history, and, 
among other things, some fragments of wood 
from Nelson’s ‘* Victory.”

Progress in Morocco. 


A British officer with an intimate know 
ledge of Moroccan conditions expresses tlie 
view that the Franco-Spanish attack will 
gradually increase until it reaches its 
greatest force in three weeks’ time.

Improving Stocks.

Negotiations had 
been going on for two months when they 
came to a deadlock with regard to prices 
last Tuesday, In some counties the farmers 
are in favour of a definite break with the 
dairymen, and believe it would be to their 
permanent advantage to set up their own 
distributing system on co-operative lines. 
Whether they would be prepared to find 
the capital necessary for this plan to be 
carried out is another matter, and the 
dairymen are probably relying upon a 
lack of money to prevent any such scheme 
from being put into practice.

The Duke of Rome, or Signer Mussolini, 
as he 1s generally known, has just pub- 
lished the figures of his Fascásti following, 
showing that the movement fin Italy is by 
no means on the wane, but continues to 
grow. It is a notable factor that the 
movement includes many trade unions. It 
is interesting to learn that the (Com- 
munists here are becoming somewhat 
anxious concerning the growth of the 
British Fascisti. This organisation is, 
undoubtedly, theatrical and possibly in- 
effective, but it is at work all over the 
country, enrolling mensbers, and it is said 
that its numbers are steadily increasing.

SIR G..B. HUNTER AND BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES. 


Sir G. B. Hunter, Chairman of . Messrs. 
Swan, Hunter and Wigham Richardson, Ltd., 
shipbuillers, of Wallsend-on-Tyne, has written 
to Mr, Baldwm, British Prime Minister. call- 
ing attention to the country’s grave industrial 
condition, and asking for an inquiry into the 
position of industries generally. ‘The 
mining industry,” he says, ‘‘is our most im- 
portant industry, and we all are full of good- 
will for the miners and their welfare, but the 
whole country is much more important than 
the mining. industry and the miners. «. 
The future of the whole country (and the 
whole Empire) is at stake. May I earnestly 
claim for the consideration of the Government, 
that whatever may be thought of the need 
or otherwise of further inquiry into the 
economic position of the coal industry, the 
need of inquiry into and report on the econo- 
mic position of the whole country’s industries 
is greater and more important and more 
urgent? . 

Our shipping trade is becoming more and 
more depressed and a large portion of our 
ships are laid up. Our iron and steel trades 
are largely idle and their men unemployed; 
most of the British shipbuilding yards are 
closed, or being closed. It is evident that 
something is wrong with our industries. What 
is wrong; Is it capitalism? Is it trade union- 
ism? Surely a Royal Commission. to inquire 
into and report upon the economic position 
of our industries and the conditions affecting 
them, and to make any rgcommendation for 
the improvement thereof, is much more needed 
than‘ another inquiry into the coal-mining 
trade alone. 

“The late Labour: Government took a 
broader view of the need of inquiry into 
British industrial conditions, and appointed a 
committee, more than twelve months ago, ‘to 
inquire into and report on the conditions and 
prospects of British industry and commerce.’ 
Their inquiries were not to be confined to the 
interests of one industry only. 

“They have, after nearly a year, issued a 
valuable, but only ‘partial, report. But even 
the scope of that conimitte@’s terms of refer- 
ence is not wide enough. That scope’ might 
be widened and the committee's’ powers in- 
créased by the Government; and they ay sn 
be asked to complete their report within five 
or six months. 

‘* Failing this. will you, Sir. in the interests 

of the whole community, appoint a Royal Com- 
mission to report, briefly and without delay, 
op the present condition of British industries 
and the causes of the long-continued depres- 
sion ? 
' “The need is urgent. We are not on the 
road to imprcvement. We appear to be on 
the road to rnin.”” :

That the anti-British feeling 
in the North, at any rate, is less virulent may 
be judged from the fact that a prominent 
Chinese like Admiral Tsai Ting-Kan, one of 
the delegates sent to Shanghai to inquire into 
the plot, recently wrote to the Press, de- 
claring his belief that the British were a 
just people, and friendly to China, and urging 
confidence in their promise to do the fight 
thing about the Shanghai incident. The

It is by no means easy to draw from the 
roceedings of the Trades Union Congress 
t week quite certain and definite con- 
clusions as to the drift and determination of 
trade union opinion. In their large, but 
still circumscribed, sphere the trade unions 
are entitled to speak on behalf of organised 
bour, .but there are many subjects on 
which they can do so only as the caucus of 
a political party can speak for that is. 
Until the issue is put to a practical test 
there is no certitude that the’ party machine 
or the trade union machine is correctly ex- 
pressing the mind of the men whose action 
alone can make the policy prevail. On the 
other hand, it must not be ‘overlooked that 
the trade union organisations have estab- 
lished a discipline unknown in the political 
parties, and the leaders, when they put. for- 
ward policies, have with them an increas- 
ingly powerful sentiment of loyalty and 


obedience. 

Taking all all, the Congress 
seems to reveal, “above. everytinng 
else, .the success of the minority 
movement's pro Commuuism .is 
undoubtedly more dangerous as an insidious, 
penetrating force exercised within the ranks 
of the unions than as an independent and 
highly exclusive political organisation under- 
taking repented purgings of its membership. 
fhe. minority movement,too, has been

It does not talk about solidarity, but unity ; 
not of the proletariat, but the workers. Its 
direc. and practical English secures a hearing 
where the exotic phraseology of pure Com-

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MORE PREMIUMS WANTED. 


“They had lost one bull, amd that was John 
Bull, who was the best bull they ever had, 
and the sooner they realised that the better, ’ 
said Mr. €. B. Crowley (Cattle Trade 
Association), at the monthly meeting of the 
County Cork Committee of Agriculture held 
last Saturday. 

It was just as easy, he added, to feed a 
good bull as a; bad one. If they did not 
get’ good beef production they would jose 
their prestige in the market. 

A notice of motion was handed in by Mr. 
Brook Brazier, stating that :— | 

"á Owing to altered conditions in a 
trade of Irish cattle, and the growing 
need for store catile of a quick maturin 
type, this committee recommends that 
additional premiums for bulls of a beef 
breed be included in this cattle beola 
scheme for the coming year.’ 

Mr. Brazier said that he had asked a depu- 
tation of the United Cattle Trade Association 
to attend-and give their views with mugurd 
to the live stock scheme. 

BEEF BULLS NEGLECTED. 

Mr. P. T. Buckley (Cattle Tradefs’ 
Association), said that it was the unanimous 
opinion of the cattle trade that beef bulls 
were sadly neglected, as far as premiums 
were concerned. There was. no doubt that 
the Polled Angus and Hereford bulls should 
he given premiums, as they were essentialy 
necessary in the production of store cattle 
in this country. There was too much 
thought at present ‘about the milking strain. 

Mr. Brazier said that forty additional pre- 
miums were necessary for keeping beef bulls 
in the tillage areas where dairying was not 
carried on. 

Mr. O'Connor said that he believed that ‘f 
the people gave proper support to the dual 
purpose bull, it was a better and more useful 
breed of bull than the one which had been 
spoken so much about. In South Tippe- 
rary there was a small sprinkling of Palle 
Angus and Hereford bulls, which were suited 
to a certain class of people, but not for the 
generel farming community.

THE FREE STATE'S ROADS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srm,—In view of the fact that | have just 

returned from a motor tour in Southern 
Ireland, embracing Dublin, Waterford, Cork, 
Killarney, Parknasilla, Limerick, Lahinch and 
Galway, it may interest your readers if I give 
them a very brief outline of the conditions 
which I encountered en rowte. I shipped my 
car to Dublin mé Holyhead. Thera were 
more than fifty other cats awaiting shipment— 
all for the Free State. None of us experienced 
any trouble in ‘* getting through’’ the Irish 


‘Customs at North Wall. 


The first section of my tour was from 
Dublin to Waterford, via Naas and Carlow, 
The road, on the whole, is most satisfactory. 
We noted that the part of po road imme- 
diately outside Dublin was “up.” We were 
told that it had been '' >. - “be several weeks, 
owing to experiments carried out by 
several contractors, each of ss Eo was working 
on a-small section of the road. In England 
they have been experimenting for dozens of 
years. It has been” most costly, but they 
believe that the type of road which they have 
now evolved is second te none.. Why do not 
the Free State Government learn hy others’ 
mistakes? We passed several cyclists, and not 
one had a a —it was quite a dark night, 
One of the lightless ones was a Guard in 
uniform. ; 

The second’ section was from Watetford to 
Parknasilla,” via Tramore, Dungarvan, 
Youghal, Cork; Macroom and Killarney. The 
County Waterford roads are splendid and 
some of them most picturesque—especially the 
coast road from Tramore to Dungarvan. The 
Cork roads ate simply terrible. Youghal to 
Cork—help! Once we struck the Kerry border 
at the errynasag rt Mountains matters 
began to improve. The County Cork roads in 
their present condition must be among the 
worst in Europe. We found Killarney full of 
tourists, mostly Americans. The roads around 
Killarney we found fairly good, but in the 
town the streets gave on» the impression that 
they had not been repaired during the present 
generation. The number of valu able garments 
ruined by the filth in Killarney has caused 
much bitter comment over here. The third 
stage. was Killarney to Lahinch. The road 
from Killarney to Newcastle is appalling, but 
from Newcastle to Limerick it is splendid. 
The number of straying asses, horses, cattle 
and geese that we passed on “the ‘County 
Kerry section was enormous.

The new synagogue of the Dublin United 
Hebrew congregation, at Donore terrace, South 
Circular road, in which work began some six- 
jeen months ago, was opened by Mr. Morris 
Ellis, and was consecrated by the Rev. Dr. I. 
Herzog, M.A., D.Litt., Chief Rabbi of the

ceremony was exceedingly impressive, and 
a large congregation joined in it. 

e ceremony began when Dr. Herzog, and 
other members of the congregation, bore the 
Scrolls of the Law to the main door of the 
synagogue. Mr. Morris Ellis was then pre- 
sented with a golden key, with which he 
opened the door. A procession, led by the 
RAY. and others, bearing the Scrolls of the 
Law, moved slowly up the synagogue, to the 
chant of: * Blessed be he that cometh in the 
Name of the Lord,” recited by the Rev. M. I. 
Rosenfeld. On reaching the Ark, there was 
further music, sung by the Chazan and Choir, 
after which the procession passed seven times 
round the Bimah, to the siging of Psalms by 
the Reader and the Choir, under the direction 
of Mr. Brill. Immediately afterwards the 
Scrolls of the Law were deposited in the Holy 
Ark.

THE AUTUMN HANDICAPS. 


(From Our TRaveLting COBRESPONDENT,) 


LONDON, Sunday Night. 

For a few years past Irish bloodstock 
breeders have been holding their own and a 
little more at the Doncaster sales in competi- 
tion with the best stud farms in England; but 
it was not until last week that they were able 
Lo sweep the board and go away with all the 
high prices. Even Sledmere itself was only 
just able to keep.its end up; for Lady Sykes’s 
average of 2,400 guineas for her fifteen 
yearlings was very little ahead of the 2,390 
guineas which the eight offered by Mr, 
Bellaney avera ed. Then Mr. J. J. Maher's 
average of 5,257, guineas for his four was 
quite rellingieable.. One has only to study the 
returns carefully and make some calculations 
for oneself to see how immensely powerful 
bloodstock bréediiig spas become in Ireland 
and what a great mational»asset it is. 

The official returns of the sales are not yet 
to hand, but a calculation of the figures made 
by those actually sold in the ting shows the 
total to be 323,018 guineas, To this must be 
added a very considerable number of yearlings 
who went out of the ring: unsold and were 
afterwards disposed of privately, and will be 
passed through Tattersall’s books. Last year 
the official returns made the aggregate 327,676 
guineas, and this year Il im ine that the total | 
will approximate to this. Ts is very remark, 
able when it is considered that the bulk of the 
yearlings | offered were ‘rather’ below the 
average, though there were, of course, some 
quite exceptional lets. For example, it. was, 
generally conceded “that Lady Sykes’s 
yearlings, on.the. whole,. did not. reach. the 
Sledmere standard, vet her average only: fell 
264 guineas short.of Jast September. 

People shouted about “crazy” prices after 
the Hulton sale, and others said that most 6ft 
the money for buying bloodsteck had ‘been 
exhausted in July and that: there: would be a 
slump at Doncaster; but there were no signs 
of the “siump.”. There were & Tew bad

and lower the status of Irish doctors all over 
ihe world. 
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MR. JOSEPH O'CONNOR. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, of Mylerstown. 
‘Naas, Co. Kildare, member of the Farmers’ 
Union, and representative of the Irish cattle 
trade, claims to represent important aspects 
of the nation’s life, and thoroughly to under 
stand the agricultural needs of the countrs 
by reason of his long service on the Council 
of the Department of Agriculture, as Chair 
man of the County Kildare Committee of 
Agriculture, and his present serviee on the 
Consultative Council of the Ministry for 
Lands and Agriculture. His policy is“to try
